BLEW UP SHIP TO 
AVERT CAPTURE 


Turkish Vessel With Contra- 
band Ammunition Destroyed 
by Her Captain. 


Tunis, June 5.—A Turkish sailing 
vessel, laden with contraband ammn- 
nition and bound for Tripoli, has 
been blown up in the vicinity of Port 
Zarziss. Her entire crew, as well 9s 
eighty fishermen, who were alongside 
at the time, were drowned. The ves- 
sel had 500 barrels of powder on 
board. The local authoriites said she 
was about to take advantage of the 
presence of guardships to try to dis- 
embark her cargo on the beach. They 
thereupon ordered armed boats  be- 
longing to the sponge fishers to pre- 
vent the landing. Twenty-four of 
these boats went out and surrounded 
the vessel, when a terrific explosion 
occurred, It is believed the captain 
fired his vessel to avert capture. A 
majority of the sponge boats went 
down with the vessel.

Paris, June 5.—A settloment of the 
seamen's strike had not been reached 


this evening, the men of many of the 
ports refusing to adopt the recom- 
meridation of the delegates who cante 
to Paris and voted to await the de- 
ci of, the national committee 
whose headquarters are at Marseilles. 
At some of the southern ports the 
strikers during the day manifested 
a turbulent spirit and several incipi- 
ent riots were reported, The strikers 
at Cherbourg to-day unsuccessfully 
attempted to prevent the departures 
of the tenders sent off to meet the 
trans-Atlantic steamers. The French 
Trans-Atlantic lie stated to-day that 
in spite of the decision of the seamen 
at Havre to continue the strike a full 
crew had been secured for La Prov- 
ence, insuring her sailing to-morrow 
for New York.

HARRY ORCHARD CONFESSES TO 


| SERIES OF REVOL 


Death Dealt to Many Innocent Men at Instance, According to Orchard’s 
Testimony, of Western Federation of Miners, of Which Haywood, 
Who is Oharged With Murder of Former Governor Steunen- 
berg, of Idaho----Received $600 For One Murder---Shot 
Another Man Down in Cold Blood---The Wreck- 

ing of the Vincator Mine. 


Boise, Idaho, June 5. — Alfred 
Horsley, alias Harry Orchard, the 
actual assasdin of Frank. Steunen- 
berg, former governor of Idaho, went 
on stand today as a_ witness 
against William D. Haywood, and 
testified. to a long chain of brutal, 
revolting crimes committed by him- 
self, he said, at the instigation and 
for the pay of the leaders of the 
Western Federation of Miners, 

An underiaking by counsel for the 
state that there would be later proof 
makin; his testimony _ legitimate 
open the way like a floodgate to 
the whole diabolical business, and 
throughout the entire day Orchard 
went from the recital of one crime 
to another, each seeming more dia- 
bolical and horrible than the one 
preceding it. 4 

Orchard confessed that as a mem- 
ber of the mob which wrecked the 
Bunker Hill and Sullivan mine in 
Couer D’Alene he lighted one of the 
fuses that carried fire to the giant 

wder explosion, He confessed 
hat he set the death trap in_ the 
Vindicator mine at Cripple Creek, 
which killed Superintendent McCor- 
mick and Foreman Ceck; confessed 
that because he had not been paid 
for his first attempt at violence in 
the Vindicator mine he wes treach- 
erous to his associates in warnin 
the managers of the Florence -and 
Cripple Creek Railway that there 
was a plot to blow up their trains. 
He confessed that he cruelly fired 
three charges of buckshot into the 
body of Detective Lite Gregory, ‘f 
Denver, killing him instantly, and 
that for days he dogged Governor 
Peabody, of Colorado, about Denver 
for a chance to kill him; that te 
and Steve Adams set and discharg- 
ed the mine under the station at tn- 
dependence, which instantly killed 
14 men, and that felting in an at- 
tempt to poison Fred Bradley, ct 
San Francisco, he blew up him and 
his house with a bomb of gelatine 
powder. He has more brutal crimes 
to tell, which will bring his blocdy 
career down to Caldwell, where, witn 
a bomb, he killed Steunenberg. 

Gave His Evidence Calmly. 

Orchard retained control of him- 
self almost from the moment he took 
the stand, and if he suffered he did 
not show it. His eyes were blood- 
shot and his face mottled when te 
came into the room to confront the 
man whose life he jeopardized. He) 
was plainly nervous. | He quickly | 
steadied himself, however, and was 
soon collected and talking in soit, 
easy tones. His eyes met those ct) 
Haywood several times} and they 
gazed fixedly at each other without 
flinching. 

Orchard’s entry into the courtroom 
was dramatic. Five witnesses who 
traced Orchard’s and Jack Simp- 
kins’ movements at various time be- 
fore the Steunenberg murder,  viz., 
at Caldwell, at Nampa and at Silver 
City, and identified hotel registers | 
on which they had signed tneir| 
names, took up the first hour of the 
morning session with their  testi- 
mony, and then Senator Borah, look- 
ing toward the bench, said in a quiet 
tone, “It will be a few momonts be- 
fore the next witness arrives.” 

The crowd knew Orchard was to 
come and watched the doors. of the 


room, The _ prisoner-witness, long 
confined in the penitentiary, was to 
be produced. aywood’s mother, 


Mrs. Carruthers, of Salt Lake City, 
and her daughter, sat beside the pri- 
soner and his wife, having arrived 
yesterday, The prisoner’s daughters 
were absent. aywood had a note 
book and at intervals.took notes cf 
the, proceedings. F 

Horsley had speht the night and 
morning at the office of Mr. Hawley, 
and was brought to the court house 
in a carriage with three armed 
guards, 

In the chambers of the judge he 
was turned over to Deputy Sneriff 
Beamer, who is to be his special 
guard at the trial. 

Orchard Takes the Stand, 

“Call Orchard,” cried the leading 
counsel, when the sheriff had signall- 
ed that all was ready, There were 
a few preliminary questions as to 
Horsley’s brithplace and real. name 
and his first days in North Idaho, 
and then Mr. Hawley had him -re- 
late his part in the destruction of 
the Bunker and Sullivan mines, He 
was telling of the meeting of the 
Burke (Idaho) Union of the Wester: 
Federation of Miners when the de- 
fence objected on the ground that 
the events occurred years before 
Haywood was » member of the cen- 
tral body of the federation and that 
he was in no way connected with it. 
Senator Borah contended that the 
state had a right to submit facts 
about the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mine to prove why the federation 
became hostile to Governor Bteunen- 
berg. Judge Wood ruled that the 

neral facts were admissible, but 
fie limited the minor details of this 
part of the testimony, 

Horsely then tow of .the blowia’ 
up of the property, in waich he suid 
Davis, later president of a union of 
the federation at Cripple Creek, had 
command of the mob, He narrated 


the seizure of o train, the theft cf 
giant powder and the attack on the 
mines. Horsley then described his 
flight into Montana and his jorneys 
throughout the west up to the time, 
of going to Cripple Creek in. 1902 
where he went to work and rejoined 
the Western Federation of Miners. 
kenewed objections by the defence 
were overruled by the court, on the 
strength of repeated promises by the 
state that it. would show the con- 
necticn of the defendant with this 
event later. 
6500 For a Murder. 

The witness then told of the plot 
to blow up the Vindicator mine. He 
confessed that after the strike be- 
gan he went into the “high grading” 
and there discovered a quantity of 
powder. He reported this to Davis, 
and there he said began the plot to 
do violence in the mine. He said 
the first allempt was a failure, be- 
cause the cage man_ discovered him 
and his accomplice, but later a con- 
trivance was successfully fixed by 
which ‘the discharge of a pistol set 
off a bomb and trailed Superinten- 
dent McComrek and Foreman Beck. 

Five hundred dollars, he said, was 
the reward for the murder. 

Professional Assassin. 

Then came the journey to Denver, 
wheat the witness shid he met 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone and 
entered their employ as an assassin. 
He swore that arivond paid him 
$300 for blowing up the Vindicator 
mine. Then came the making of 
two bombs that were tossed into the 
coal heap at the Vindicator mine, 
but, were never heard from again, 
and then a confession that bore the 
successful attempt at the Vindicator 
mine. He had notified the railway 
management of the plot to blow up 


their trains cf@rrying non-union 
miners. - 
Word that “Horsley was on the 


stand spread ‘through the city and 
every available seat for the public 
was taken, Horsley spent the noon 
recess under the guard’ at Hawley’s 
office, and after recess was taken 
back to tne court house to resume 
hig story. He recounted his jour- 
ney with Moyer and his return to 
Denver, where it was suggested, he 
fai, jtnat the .kili Goveyfmor Pex: 
body, of Colorado. ‘He said he chose 
Steve Adams to aid him, and _ to- 
ether they trackpd the governor 
Totreen the capital and his home, 
seeking to kill him. Haywood and 
Pettibone were in the plot, he said, 
and furnishe dmoney from time to 
time. The plot failed because Hors- 
ley and Adams tollowed a carriage 
containing. two women to the Pea- 
body home and excited suspicion, 
Next came a plot to dynamite 
Peabody. Horsley said they made a 
bomb, but gave the plan up on the 
suggestion of Haywood. who feared 
they would be all arrested. Horsley 
said that he and Adams were told 
to “lay off” for a time, but mean- 
time Pettibone suggested that they 
kill Lyte Gregory, who had been, a 
deputy sheriff and had _ testified 
against some members of the federa- 
tion, 
Relentless Bloodthirtiness. 

The witness then described the re- 
lentless trailing of Gregory and his 
final murder. ‘Gregory turned and 
backed up against a fence,” said the 
Witness, ‘as if to draw a gun, and 
I shot him three times. It certainly 
killed him.” 
This account of a blood thirsty 
man-hunting and murder seemed to 
affect the nerves of the crowd who 
listened more than | of the other 


recitals of the day, an perceptible 
shudder went through the room 48 
he calmly talked of the shooting. It 


was the only instance when a victim 
had been faced. The other victims 
had been done to death by mechani- 
cal invuur. 
Other Tragedies. 
Then came the tragedy at Indepen- 
dence of which Horsley testified: 
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\G CRIMES 


Orchard swore that after his visit 
to Denver when he got the money for 
killing McCormick and Beck, he was 
eonstantly in pay of, and communi- 
eated with Haywood, Moyer or Petti- 
bone, Perkins or Davis, that one or 
other of them suggested his various 
Crimes, and that at all meetings held 

ter each crime his acts were com- 

ended, 

The defence kept up its attack all 
through the afternoon, but Judge 
Wood accepting for the time the as- 


surances. of the state that it would 
corroborate the testimony, ruled 
against it on all points save one. He 


declined to let Horsley tell the con- 
tents of a telegram sent to him at San 
Franciseo by Pettibone while Horsley 
was engaged in trying to kill Brad- 
ley. When the court adjourned Hors- 
ley was at once driven to the peniten- 
tiary. He will be brought 
town early to-morrow. 

At 10 a.m. a.m. K. M. Brunsell, of 
Nampa, a hotelkeeper. was the first 
witness.” He testified as to the pres- 
ence of Orchard and Simpkins in 
Namap in 190, A. Hinkey, another 
hotelkeeper of Nampa, also testifled 
to the presence of Orchard and Simp- 
kins in Qctober, 1905. 

John C. Conners, a hotelkeeper of 
Silver City, Idaho, identified a regis- 
ter to show the presence of Simpkins 
at Eilver City on November 8th, 1905. 
C, H. Wentz, bookkeeper for a min- 
ing company at Wardner, Idaho, 
identified a photograph of Simpkins 
and his hand writing on the register. 
Guy Wright, of Nampa, testified that 
he met Orchard and Simpkins 
Caldwell in the fall ot 1905. 

Orchard was called to the stand at 
10,42 o'clock. 

Former Crimes Raked Up. .. .. 

Orchard proceeded in narrative 
form to tell how he lighted one «i 
the fuses that blew up the mine at 
Wardner in April, 1899, when two 
men were killed. The defence object- 
ed continually. Orchard evidently 
averted Haywood’s glances as he tes- 
tified, 

Haywood's counsel objected and 
Senator Borah explained that the pro- 
secution would show that Haywood 
was fully connected with the conspir- 
acy, and that it was necessary to go 
into the Coeurd’Alene trouble to show 
the motive for the murder of Steun- 
enberg. The objection was disallow- 
ed, and Orchard continued; ‘“‘ Ar- 
rangements had been made to cut the 
wires along the railroad and take pos- 
session of the Northern Pacific train. 
At Gem we were to be joined by the 
Gem union, and together we were to 
proceed to Wardner. While the secre- 
tary was telling us what was planned 
by the central union, the president of 
our local came in and said he had 
not been informed of the meeting. 
When told the purpose, he objected to 
it, and there was a discussion. The 
motion to go to Wardner was finally 
carried by a small majority. After 
the vote nearly every man decided to

Story of His Life. 

He gave his residence as the peni- 
tentiary. ‘‘Are you charged with any 
crime?” asked Mr. Hawley, of the 
prosecution.

I then went to a 
wood and coal yard in Burke, Idaho, 
and was engage. 1 that business un- 
til the spring of i299, and on my own 
account for two years. In_ 1898, I sold

powder off. The depot was wrecked 
and from twelve to fourteen men were 
Killed. This terrible erime was fol- 
lowed by the witness’s flight to Wyo- 
ming and afterwards the trip to San 
Francisco to kill Bradley, Of this 
Jatter the witness testified; ‘I went 
to his (Bradley's) house one morni 
and just after the milk wag delivere 
I opened one of the jars and put a 
lot of strychnine into it. Nothing 
came of the poison as far as I could 
learn, so 1 bought ten penons of pow: 
der (Gelatin). J put the powder into 
a lead pipe. I put the bomb at Brad- 
ley’s door some time in November, 
1904. The bomb was arranged with 
giant caps, ebloride of potash and 
sugar being spread over them. — It 
was so arranged that when Bradley 
opened the door a string attached to 
it would upset a bottle of sulphuric 
acid. When Mr. Bradley opened the 
door the next morning the explosion 
blow out the front ef the house and 
blew him into the street, ‘Bradley 
was badly injured by the explosion, 
but Horsley made no further attempt 
to kill him.

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THE MAN WE WANT. 

The really important thing in 
Western Canada is not the price of 
city real estate, nor the establishment 
of industries and commercial enter- 
prises, worthy and desirable as these 
may be; the essential thing is that 
capable, willing and desirable settlers 
be placed upon our vacant land. It 
may be a common-place to say that 
the present and the future of the west 
depends on the cultivation of the soil; 
but amid the detracting and distract- 
ing incidents of a rapidly developing 
country it is the common-place that 


is forgotten, and it is the common 
place that any country can least af- 
ford to forget. If disaster should 
wipe out in a day every city, town 
and village on the prairies, but should 
jeave the fertility of our soil unim- 
paired, and the faith of our people 
in that fertility unshaken, it would 
be a question only of hours until 
the builders were busy on the be- 
ginnings of larger and more beautiful 
cities, Financial and commercial de- 
pression might cripple our industries 
and paralize our commerce, but the 
damage however severe could be only 
temporary while our farms continue 
to produce bumper crops of the grain 
the world needs. But had nature de- 
nied fertility to our soil the prairies 
would have been the Sahara of Amer- 
ica, with neither cities, indystries 
nor commerce. A clear recognition of 
this absolute dependance on the pro 
duction of the soil is the view-point 
from which alone the condition of the 
West can be judged, its problems 
solved and its poss.uvilities gauged. 
This idea of the supremacy of 
agriculture is the underlying motive 
of the immigration policy which is 
bringing settlers by thousands to 
occupy our vacant lands. Whatever 
and whoever the West needs, we need 
the farmer most. Consequently it is 
to the farmer and to the man best 
adapted by character and experience 
to become a farmer that the immigra- 
lion effort of Canada iis directed. 
“Land without people is a wilder- 
ness,"’ declared Mr. James Hill in 
Winnipeg a year ago, and the recol- 
lection of his hearers prompted them 
to applaud the happy phrasing of the 
well-understood truth. No words 
could better depict the condition cf 
the Canadian West, even for a dec- 
ade after the completion of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. Without popu- 
lation the fertile soil and favorable 
climate could not redeem the West 
from the stigma of being a ‘‘wilder- 
ness’’, Such it was when the present 
Government came into power eleven 
years ago. While in the eastern prov- 
inces men tramped the streets seek- 
ing work, this great land lay untilled 
and unproductive, of little value to 
Canada and the world. The truth of 
the aphorism was recognized in the 
inauguration of the active immigra- 
tion policy ten years ago, and the re- 
sults have amply attested that the 
converse is also true and that the 
right kind of people on the right 
kind of land produce exactly the op: 
posite of the “wilderness”. If today 
there are opportunities in Western 
Canada for men of all walks in life 
the opportunity has been created by 
the advent of the farmer, and in in- 
ducing the farmer to come, we have 
been opening the door also to the 
merchant, the projessional-man and 
the artisan. In the measure of his 
own opportunity the  business-man, 
the professional-man and the artisan 
of the West has a concrete illustra- 
tion of the splendid results of the 


It is of first consequence to West- 
ern Canada and to every man_ in 
Western Canada that the immigration 
work be kept up vigorously; and it 
should be also a cause for unanimous 
gratification that the prospects are 
that that work will be even more 
abundantly successful in the future 
than in the past. Ten years ago our 
immigration agents were appealing to 
ears that were by no means willing 
to hear, The streams of immigra. 
tion were flowing to other lands and 
it was our Herculean task to divert 
them into new channels and to a 
country of which little was known 
and that little usually decidedly un-; 
favorable. Much of the money and! 


i ‘books are 


effort of our officials in the interim 
has been spent in breaking down 
prejudice, in persuading the doubt- 
ful, in popularizing a country that 
was decidedly unpopular. Persist- 
‘nee wins in immigration work a» 
elsewhere and the eyes of those in 
der lands who contemplate 
‘hange now turn as eagerly to our 
shores as they formerly turned else- 
where. They are coming by the 
scores of thousands, and every year 
n scores of thousands more. A mi- 
ration like a stream, once started, ix 
vot easily diverted, but tends to 
maintain its channel and increase 
n volume. The rush to Canada has 
iow become a_ settled movement 
imong the people of the earth; and 
t has every promise of a permanent 
ind rapidly growing movement. We 
ire getting the right kind of settlers 
ind many of them; but we have 
room for many more.

land, while Germany and Austria re- 
fused to enter the group of the pro- 
tectors of that island, and ending 
with the still sore subject of the Al- 
giers conference, where, according to 
Germany, Marquis Visconti Vinosta 
and Mr. Henry White. with the great- 
est diplomatic tact, ended by isolat- 
ing Berlin and Vienna. 

At the time of the Rapallo meet- 
ing it was reported that Mr. White, 
who had just gone as American am- 
bassador a few weeks before, had the 
mission to bring France round to 
the views of England and America, 
and with regard to the limitation of 
armaments which would have meant 
again the isolation of Germany and 
Austria. The arguments of Prince 
VonBuelow were not without weight 
from the point of view of an ally to 
an ally. 

The struggle which has been go- 
ing on to sever Italy’s support final- 
ly led to Senor Tittonia’s statement 
in the Chamber of Deputies on May 
15th. This may be taken as Italy’s 
final stand and in substance it re- 
flects a conservative middle course 
by which Italy retains her friendly 
attitude to the British peace pro- 
posals, and at the same time renews 
her neutrality to Germany and Aus- 
tria by sharing their reservations on 
the impracticability of the immedi- 
ate realization of the British plan.

The opening statement was a sweep: 
ing arraignment of the leaders of the 
Federation of Miners, who were 
charged with plotting wholesale mur- 
der and pe | assassins oe with 
f conspiracy of vengeance tipon those 
who Obst acted their way, 10 destroy 
opposition by terrorism, to contro! 
the whole political destinies of the 
communities covered by their organi- 

. zation and to perpetuate their own 
powers within the organization. It 
charged-a widespread conspiracy dat- 
ing from the North Idaho 
fifteen years ago down to the murder 
of Steunenberg, and whose victims 
by bullet and bomb numbered scores. 
Hawley declared that wherever in the 
mining sections of the coast states 
the iederation had been in control, 
there had been left a trail of blood to 
mark its operations. Of the hired as- 
sassins, he cried: ‘To them murder 
became a trade and assassination a 
means of living.” Hawley spoke for 
nearly an hour and a half. 

Counsel for the defense opened fire 
before the statement had proceeded 
ten minutes, and the repetition of 
objections from them led to three or 
four sharp exchanges. 

They protested against the charge 
that the federation was guilty of 
“scores of murders’? and the asser- 
tion that the | conspiracy, extended 
back to the first troubl@in North 
Idaho, years before the accused was 
a member of the organization, and 
they accused Mr. Hawley oi arguing 
the case in an opening statement. 

Judge Woods permitted the wide 
scope in the opening statement on | 
the assurance of Mr. Hawley that 
the state could show the existance of 
the conspiracy which it charged, 
and make the necessary legal con- 
nection. 

Hawley charged the blowing up of 
the Independence depot, causing the 
death of fourteen persons, at the 
instigation.of Haywood.

Julian Steunenberg, son of the dead 
governor, told’ of meeting Orchard, 
then known as Richard, at the rail- 
road station at Caldwell, three days 
before the crime, and telling him in 
an answer to his inquiry, that his fa- 
ther would be home on the following 
Friday. He said that he was on hix 
way home with his uncle and was 
two blocks ‘behind his father when 
the explosion occurred. 

The defense objected to practically 
all the day’s testimony excepting tha’ 
relating to the death of Steunenberg. 
on the ground that it was immaterial 
and in now way connected with the 
defendant. Judge Wood; however, 
permitted the testimony to stand on 
the undertaking of the prosecution tu 
show the connection. It is exp: ted 
that Orchard will be brought fro:u 
the penitentiary to take the stand ic- 
morrow.

The enthusiasm of the Americans 
can be easier imagined than describ- 
ed, and Croker, his white-bearded 
face beaming with happitiess, was 
congratulated on all sides, 

Orby’s time was 2 minutes 44 sec- 
onds. The betting was 100 to 9 
against Orby and Woolwinder and 13 
to 8 on Slieve Gallion, 


An Outsider. 


Outside of Mr. Croker and his im- 
mediate enthusiasts, Orby had but 
few friends and the betting indicat. 
ed that the sporting prophets esti- 
mated his chances as being slight. 
Mr. Croker and thtse who watched 
the colt’s trials, however. were san- 
guine that they held a surprise in 
store for the Derby crowds. Those 
who saw the Irish-American candi- 
date do his stretching gallop early 
this morning liked the youngster so 
well that they thought it wise to 
pledge, and his appearance on par- 
ade and at the post before the race 
brought him a number of adherents. 
Nothing, however, could shake the 
position of Slieve Gallion, the Irish 
horse, which won the 20,000 guineas 
stakes at New Market, May 1, the fav 
orite with the crowds, and his de- 
feat was regarded as inconceivapie. 
Even the short odds on Slieve Gal- 
lion, 13 to 8, failed to deter the betters 
from actively supporting him, 

Only a small field of nine went to 
the post and the starter had no dif- 
ficulty in getting them away in good 
shape. <A rank outsider, John Bull, 
belonging to Horatio Bottomley, took 
the lead from Slieve Gallion, Ben- 
zonian, Galeani and Orby, with All 
Black last. After covering five fur- 
longs in this order Slieve Gallion 
took up the running. 


Orby Challenged Favorite. 


Coming to the hill Benzonian and 
Orby pushed up on the leader and 
rounding the historic Tattenham cor- 
}ner Orby challenged the favorite. 
Ex-Tammany Chief Receives Ovation. 

Johnny Reiff, riding Orby with ad- 
mirable judgment, gradually took his 
{mount to the front and stalling off a 
challenge on the post by Woolwinder, 
landed his horse a clever winner by 
two lengths. Half a length separated 
the second and third horses, 

Mr. Croker and ‘Orby, met with a 
mixed reception upon returning to 
the scales. The vast majority of the 
crowd had lost money, in many cases 
hugé sums. The hundreds of Ameri- 
eins present, however, gayé the ex- 
Tammany chief and his horse an ova- 
tion. The Irish who were present in 
thousands, gave Orby and his owner 
a memorable greeting, and Mr. Crok- 
er, usually a most reserved man, was 
unable to hide his excitement at 
winning the victory, and he rushed 
out to lead his horse in. He had to 
run the gauntlet of salvos of cheers 
and shouts of “Old Treland for ever,” 
as he returned to the unsaddling en- 
closure, leading the winner. 


Nets Croker $250,000. 

Aside from the enormous prestige 
of winning the blue ribbon of the 
turf, Mr. Croker has made a fortune 
today. In the first place the stakes 
of 6,500 sovereigns, or $32,500, is no 
inconsiderable sum, then he had the 
opportunity of making any number 
of bets at about 10 to 1, and finally 
the value of Orby hag increased to 
such an extent that Mr. Croker may, 
if he so desires, sell him for an im: 
mense sum, The financial fruits rt 
Mr. Croker’s triumph were plared at 
about $250,000, Lord Rosebery’s Ben- 
zonian, ridden by Danny Maher, was 
fourth, | - : 


Crowd Not Large. 

The. crowd .was perhaps. amaller 
than in previous years, but it had all 
its well known gaiety and pictur- 
esqueness and included a large gath- 
ering of Americans and ° Trish, who 
showed unbounded enthusiasm af the 
victory of Orby. Outside of. these: par- 
tizans nobody regarded Orby as : a 
likely winner and the betting, was 
never better than 6 to 1, the price 
quoted a few days ago, and today it 
was 11 to 1 against Reiff's mount. But 
Mr. Croker himself had been most 
sanguine and his hope was justified 
by the victory, 

_ There was only a lukewarm enthus- 
iasm by the general public, but Mr. 
Crokr was heartily congratulated by 
many prominent persons, Mr. Croker, 
with a party of friends, including 
August Belmont, watched the race 
closely, but calmly, from a box over* 
looking the post. He led the rush to- 
ward the track when Orby came up 
the stretch in front of the other com- 
titors, and he was ready when Reiff 
brought the winner back to the box 
to lead the horse in past the royal 
box, oceupied by King Edward and 
his guests, and thence to the dock, 
where he recoived the congratulations 
of hundreds of his friends, 
Congratulations Everywhere. 

Among the first to offer felicitations 
were Lord, Rothschild and Sam Dar!l- 
ing, the trainer of Slieve Gallion, but 
the crush was so great that Mr. Crok” 
er was only able to return thanks with 
smiles. His face was wreathed with 
them. He remained in the paddock 
until after the last race, but the ex- 
citement and the anxiety of the 
crowd to see*the winning horse and 
its owner, was so great he wag un- 
able to discuss quielly what he called 
the greatest event of his life until 
he had seated himself in his auto 
to return to London, the proudest and

THE PRESBYTERAIN 


The S3rd general assembly of the 


Presbyterian Church in Canada,.the| M 


high court of that important branch 
of the Christian Church in the Do- 
minion, will commence its delibera- 
tions in Montreal this week, the first 
sederunt being set for Wednesday 
evening, June 5th, at Erskine Church. 
According to the time-honored cus- 
tom, the retiring moderator, the pro- 
siding officer of the preceding as- 
sembly, held last year at London, 
Ont., will preach the sermon which 
is the initial event of the gathering. 

After the Rev. Alexander Falconer, 
D. D., of Pictou, N. 8., has fulfilled 
that function, the next step is the 
presentation of the roll oi delegates 
and then the new moderator is se- 
lected. That, with some routine busi- 
ness, is usually all that is done at the 
first meeting and the next morning 
the assembly gets down to the regu- 
lar business set out for it. 

The different presbyteries through- 
out the country have the privilege cf 
nominating men for the moderator: 
ship, but the assembly is by no 
means bound to follow that action 
up by the selection of any of the 
nominees and may proceed to select 
one entirely of their own choice, In 
fact, a presbyterial aoe ot is 
getting to have less weight with the 
assembly as time goes on. However, 
according to custom, there are sev- 
eral leaders of the church in nomi- 
nation among whom are Rey. Dr. 
Mowatt, of the Montreal Erskine 
Church; Rev. Dr. DuVal, of Winni- 
peg, Knox Ghurch, and Rev. Dr. 
Gracey, of Gananoque. It is some 
years since the honor has fallen to 
the lot of a Montreal divine, so that 
it need not be a matter of great sur- 
prise if Rev. Dr. Mowatt were to be 
elevated to the moderator’s chair. He 
is a man oi high standing in the edu- 
cational work of the church and is 
widely known and respected for his 
piety and learning. 


Its Composition. 


The general assembly is composed 
of 500 members, of whom 250 are 
ministerial and the other half lay 
delegates. As a general rule, only 
about 350 of the whole attend, of | 
whom 250 are roinisters and 100 lay 
members. These come from the’ 60 
synods of the church which for terri- 
torial purposes are grouped as fol- 
lows: Maiitime, provinces, Montreal 
and Ottawa, Toronto and Kingston, 
Hamilton and London, Manitoba and 
the Northwest, British Columbia and | 
Alberta. These synods in turn are 
su bdivided Jnto 60 presbyteries. The 
bulk of the’ time of the assembly is 
occupied in hearing reports from dif- 
ferent departments of the church’s 
work as a whole, but from time to 
time there are sectional appeals 
which the presbyteries and synods 
have been unable to settle to the 
satisfaction of all and these may be} 
gprealed to the higher court for set- 

ement. 

‘In an article of this character it is | 
not necessary to dilate on the im- 
portance of the Presbyterian church 
asa body or on its standing in the 
religious life of the community. Its 
record is so well known that it needs 
no championship at this stage of ies 
career. Suffice it to say that the of- 
ficial census of 1901, the latest au- 
thoritative figures on the subject, 
rank Presbyterians as the third 
strongest denomination in the Dom‘n- 
ion. Roman Catholics come” first, | 
Methodists second, and Presbyterians 
third. According to the official cen- 
sus of the year, mentioned there were | 
842,442 Presbyterians, but ia the six 
intervening years that number was 
doubtless considerably increased as 
in the decade from 1891 to 1901, Pres- 
byterians showed. a larger percent- 
age of increase than any other relig- 
ious body.

In the first 
year of the history of the united yn | 
the total income was $982,672. t 
has grown steadily until in 1908 it 
was $3,090,173. The yearly increases 
in income ranged all the way from 
$300 to $900,000, the smaller amount 
being in the second yeor of the 
union’s history and the larger one in 
1901. There were only four décreases 
in all that time, the smallest be'ng 
$19,000 in 1893, and the large&t $250,- 
000 in 1902, quite a contrast to the 
preceding year with its increase of 
$300,000. 

The church officers keep a careful 
record of the various purposes ior 
which the income is subscribed. They 
can tell just exactly the average 
which each communicant and each 
family of a congregation contributes 
towards the minister's stipend, to or- 
dinary expenditure and the schemes 
of the church. The latter embodies 
missionary and other work. 

The amount paid for stipends alone 
exceeds $1,300,000. For ordinary pur- 
poses the payments exceed $2,000,000 
and for achemes of the church half a 
million is paid in. For all purposes 
the amounts collected total over 
$3,000,000. Dividing this up among 
the different Presbyterian families 
throughout the Dominion the amount 
contributed by each per year averages 
$23.58 and for the individual com- 
municant an average of $12.75. 

~ Missionary Work. 

For its missionary zeal, both at 
home and abroad, the church is fam- 
ous. In Canada the church expends 
over $150,000 a year in looking after 
the sections which aré unable to sup- 
port regular churches and in takine 
care of the newly opened sections of 
the country. Success has invariably 
attended the ministrations among 
new arrivals in the country, a matiar 
of no small importance considé: ng 
the way the country is growing at the 
present time. Work among the Mor 
mons has been one of the few disap- 
pointments. The non-Mormon popu- 
lation in the Mormon belt, so called, 
in the northwest, is so small, the in- 
fluence of the Mormon church, is so 
tremendously overshadowing, the or- 
ganization of the system is so com- 
plete and the power of the priesthood 
so absolute, that the missionaries, if 
they are not to grow weary in well 
doing must be men of great faith. New 
Ontario, where the mining regions are 
becoming important, is now receiving 
the attention of the home  missicn 
branch of the church’s work.

The Foreign Field. 

A pioneer in the fcreign mission 
field the church loudly laments that 
she is not doing enough although 
great efforts attended with much suc- 
cess have been instituted in the past. 
“If this work,’’ it is pointed out, “or 
anything approaching it is to be dene 
during this generation, the efforts of 
the Presbyterian church in Canada, 
the efforts of all the churches, will 
need to be multiplied many times 
over and too in the immediate fu- 
ture.” Thus is the work of giving the 
gospel to the whole world being urged 
on its adherents. 

Statistics show that in the cleven 
fields of effort covered by the Cana- 
dian chure hthere are some 75 men 
employed and about the same num- 
ber of unmarried women while many 
of the men’s wives assist in the work. 
The money expended in this work 
comes close up to §70,000 a year, 

Other matters which the assembly 
will consider are the work of the dii- 
ferent colleges, Owing to the prob- 
able removal of Principal Falconer 
from the Halifax Presbyterian college 
to the prigeinephip of Toronto uni- 
versity, it will be necessary to name 
a new man to that position. 

The church has been making stren- 
uous efforts to effect some improve- 
ment in the home life of the people 
and more knowledge thereof by their 
spiritual guardians. This comes un- 
der the Firection of the committee 
on church life and work. In the last 
report of this committee this signi- 
ficant remark occurs: ‘A more inti- 
mate and comprehensive knowledg is 
needed of the home life of our peo- 
ple. It is criminal to lack this know- 
Yodge. God will hold us responsible 
if we sleep at the post of duty and 
give not warning of the approach cf 
the enemy.” 

Sabbath school work is another im- 
portant department, the church hav- 
ing under its spiritual guidance close 
to 200,000 children and young people 
being taught by close to 25,000 teach- 
ers. There are nearly 3,000 Presby- 
terian schools and close to 400 union 
schools.

courts of the southern § district of 


New York. , 

Whether or mot the prosecution «r 
the defense should win the decision, 
the case 1s expected to be appealed 
to the higher courts. According to 
opinions already expressed ‘n 
the interstate commerce commis- 
sion it may be a year or even more 
before a final decision can be reached 
on these efforts to compel answers ‘o 

uestions to which Mr. Harriman 
declined to respond, 

For these reasons it was announc?d 
several weeks ago that the commis- 
sion did not intend to await the re- 
sult of these proceedings before tak- 
ing action on the general subject of 
control ot the Harriman lines.

THE MILKMAN’S OPPORTUNITY. 


One of the striking features of our 
expanding icultural and indus 


. trial enterprises is the conspicuous- 


ness of the absence of dairying in 
many of the most thickly settled dis- 
tricts. By dairying in this case we 
do not simply mean the keoping of 
cows, their milking and the sale or 
manufacture of cream, but in every 
direction there is not milk enough to 
supply the demands of towns of all 
sizes, and lots of farm families do 
without milk altogether. During the 
past winter it has been a regular oc- 
currence for the traveling public to 
stop at hotels where only the imita- 
tions of milk appeared upon the ta- 
bles. Some of our new growing cities 
depend for their milk supply upon 
not ‘more than two or three small 
dairymen‘and a few straggling cows. 
We do not cite these instances to dis- 
parage the ‘towns and cities so cir- 
cumstanced, but to show what a large 
opportunity there is for the men who 
wiN take up this line of work. There 
are some dairies we know of, the 
cows of which are making as much 
money as @ dollar per day for their 
owners,-and there are 365 days in a 
year, upon at leach 300 of which a 
cow likes to be milked. Often we 
ave read the advertisements oi 
bpards of trade pointing out what in- 
ducements certain towns offer pro- 
fessional men and industries, and 
have sometimes thought that there 
are many worse ways of expending 
the municipalities’ money than in 
inducing dairymen to establish a 
business of supplying. the town or 
cjty with wholesome milk.—Farmers’ 
Advocate.

A NEW POSTAL 
SUB-DIVISION 


Post Office Department to Im- 
prove Service in West--Carrier 
Delivery on Saturday. 


The energetic policy of Hon. Ru- 
dolphe Lemieux, postmaster general 
of Canada, is to be reflected in an 
increased and more efficient postal or- 
ganiaztion in the west. Arrangements 
have just been completed by the post- 
master general providing for a new 
postal sub-division with an inspec- 
eor and full staff with headquarters at 
Edmoneon. The Province of Alberta 
has been divided into northern and 
southern postal divisions. The head- 
quarters of the southern division will 
be at Calgary. Mr. A. W. Cairns, 
formerly post office anspector at Cal- 
gary, will be the new divisional in- 
spector for Edmonton, with offices in 
the Credit Foncier building, corner 
Jasper and Third streets. R. Bruce 
will be the inspector at Calgary. 

It is the intention of the depait- 
ment to have the new organization in 
full swing by July Ist. 

Dead Letter Office, Too. 

In addition the postmaster general 
will open a dead. letter office in Ed- 
monton for the disposal of unclaim- 
ed, misdirected and insufficiently od- 
dressed letters. Formerly all this 
work was done in the Winnipeg 
branch, 

The duties of the new inspector 
will be to enforce the postal laws 
and regulations affecting this  dis- 
trict, maintain the efficiency of the 
postal machinery, and report re- 
garding new post offices and muil 
routes required, 

The department desire that the ad- 
ministration of these important mat- 
ters be directed as far as possible by 
men on the spot and familiar with 
the local conditions. 

City Delivery. 

The delivery of mail in the city 
of Edmonton will commence on Sat- 
urday next. A staff of carriers 
have been outfitted and competently 
drilled. Deliver will be made 
twice a day in the 


business section 
and semi-residential, and once in the 
outlying portions of the city, 

The citazens are respectfully —re- 
quested to advise their corres- 
pondents to address all mail 
with street and number to facilitate 
the work of the post office, and are 
asked to exercise reasonable forbear- 
ance until the new carriers are ad- 
justed to the difficulty of their new 
position, . 

Every effort will be put.forth by 
the department to ‘expedite the work 
of the new organization with accur- 
acy and speed, .
